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Dr.  A.  Kellogg  in  the  chair: 

Mr.  W.  J.  Steene,  bv  the  Ed.  of  the  Pacific, 
presented  a  curious  specimen  of  cabbage,  grown 
on  the  Sacramento  bottoms,  which,  instead  of 
a  bead  formed  of  leaves  in  the  usual  manner, 
has  a  globular  head  formed  by  an  enlargement  of 
the  top  of  the  main  stock,  tire  inches  in  diame¬ 
ter,  and  weighing  some  two  pounds  or  more, 
perfectly  sound,  with  a  thin  riDd,  and  of  the 
consistency* of  the  inner  portion  of  a  common 
cabbage  stump.  It  has  the  shape  and  appear, 
ance  of  a  round,  field  turnip,  except  that  it  has 
perfectly  formed  cabbage  leaves  on  its  sides  and 
top,  occurring  at  intervals,  as  on  the  ordinary 
cabbage  stock. 

Dr.  Kellogg  exhibited  a  drawing  and  speci¬ 
mens  of  a  plant  from  the  sea  shore  and  salt 
marshes  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  the  Fran- 
Icenia  grandifolia.  This  plant  is  often  coated 
with  crystals  of  salt,  which  has  given  it  the 
common  name  of  Salt-weed.  It  is  a  low  herb 
very  much  branched,  the  limbs  opposite,  with 
dense  clusters  of  somewhat  wedged-shaped  leaves 
folded  back  or  rolled  up  ;  within  these,  are  un¬ 
bosomed  small  pink  flowers — stamens  usually  6, 
pistils  3. 

Dr.  Ayres  presented  descriptions  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  species  of  fish,  believed  to  be  new  : 

Labrus  pulcher,  Ayres.  This  species,  one  of 
he  finest  of  our  fishes,  makes  its  appearance  in 


the  market  about  the  first  of  Angnsr,  jind  con. 
timies  in  season  till  nearly  the  close  of  February. 
I  They  arc  sold  by  the  fishermen  under  the  name 
J  of  Biackfish.  and  are  also  not  un frequently  call- 
!  ed  iheepshead. — Specimens  are  often  seen  weigh¬ 
ing  six  to  eight  pounds.  My  description  is 
taken  from  one  sixteen  and  a  half  inches  in 
length,  weighing  two  pounds  and  a  half. 

Form  very  similar  to  that  of  Tautoga  Ameri¬ 
cana .  Greatest  depth  one-fourth  the  total  length. 
Length  of  the  head,  five  inches  and  one-fourth. 
Forehead  protuberant,  especially  in  large  indivi¬ 
duals.  from  an  accumulation  of  fat  immediately 
above  the  eyes. 

Lips  thick,  loose  and  fleshy. 

Teeth  on  the  intermaxillaries  and  in  the  lower 
jaw  alike — consisting  externally  of  a  single  row, 
stout  and  conicle,  of  which  the  two  anterior 
pairs  are  much  larger  than  the  others  and  pro¬ 
ject  forward  :  within  this  external  row  is  a  band 
of  blunt,  rounded  teeth,  not  arranged  in  regular 
rows,  scarcely  projecting  above  the  membranes. 
No  teeth  on  the  palatine  bones  or  the  vomer. 
Teeth  on  the  pharyngeala,  erely  flat,  tesselated 
tubercle ;  on  the  inferior  pharyngeal,  a  few  of 
the  anterior  one  are  distinct,  conicle. 

Edges  of  the  operculum  and  preoverculum 
destitute  of  spines  or  serrations.  Scales  deeply 
imbedded,  not  coospicious,  elongated  sabquar- 
draogular,  covering  the  body,  the  operculum, 
and  the  snb-operculum ;  extending  but  slightly 
on  the  Terticle  fins. 

The  rays  of  all  the  fins  are  enveloped  in  a 
thickened,  partially  opaque  membrane.

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Introduction  and  Historical  Overview 

Alan  E.  Leviton  and  Michele  L.  Aldrich 

Priority  of  discovery,  the  joy  and  bane  of  scientists  since  time  immemorial,  played  a  significant  role  in  the 
early  history  of  the  Academy  and  was  the  raison  d’etre  for  initiating  its  Proceedings  publication  series. 

On  13  June  1853,  William  P.  Gibbons  exhibited  specimens  of  a  viviparous  California  fish  at  the  weekly 
meeting  of  the  fledgling  California  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  and  he  announced  that  he  would  shortly 
present  a  paper  about  it  (Leviton  &  Aldrich  1997:19).  Six  months  later,  at  the  meeting  held  5  January  1854, 
Gibbons  spoke  at  length  about  viviparous  fishes  and  again  on  15  May  1854,  presented  yet  another  paper  in 
which  he  gave  descriptions  of  four  new  species,  Hysterocarpus  traskii,  Hyperprosopon  argenteus, 
Cymatogaster  aggregata,  and  C.  minimus,  and  this  was  followed  on  22  May  with  the  description  of  three  addi¬ 
tional  new  species  (Leviton  &  Aldrich  1997:25,  29-30).  A  few  months  earlier,  on  27  March  1854,  Academy 
Corresponding  Secretary  Gibbons  read  a  letter  received  from  Spencer  Fullerton  Baird,  then  Assistant  Secretary 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  to  whom  tear-sheets  of  the  articles  pertaining  to  the  Academy  meetings  had 
been  sent,1  in  reference  to  the  priority  of  discovery  of  viviparous  fishes,  in  which  Baird  noted  that  Professor 
Louis  Agassiz  of  Harvard  College  had  published  on  the  same  group  of  fishes.  In  a  like  manner,  the  Academy 
received  a  letter  from  Dr.  John  LeConte,  then  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  of 
Philadelphia,  and  a  copy  of  a  botanical  description  of  Wellingtonia  gigantia  by  John  Lindley  in  the  Gardeners  ’ 
Chronicle.  In  both  instances,  Academy  members  Gibbons  and  Dr.  Albert  Kellogg  challenged  the  priority  claim¬ 
ing  that  each  had  published  descriptions  of  the  new  fishes  and  of  the  plant,  which  Kellogg  had  named 
Washingtonia,  before  their  Eastern  U.S.  and  British  counterparts.  The  problem,  as  Baird  pointed  out,  was  both 
Gibbons’  and  Kellogg’s  remarks  were  printed  in  local  weekly  newspapers  and  not  in  a  format  that  had  become 
acceptable  to  “scientific  men”  everywhere  (Leviton  &  Aldrich  1997:29-35).  Thus,  a  committee  was  estab¬ 
lished  to  look  into  the  matter  of  a  formal  publication  to  encompass  the  “Proceedings  and  Transactions”  of  the 
Academy.  On  25  September  1854,  250  copies  of  the  first  four-page  signature  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  was  printed  by  the  Congregationlist  weekly  newspaper,  The  Pacific, 
from  type  that  had  been  set  to  print  the  reports  in  its  weekly  paper.  Copies  were  then  sent  to  Baird  who 
acknowledged  receipt  on  10  October  1854  and  stated,  “Dear  Sir:  I  had  much  pleasure  today  in  answering  your 
letter  enclosing  the  first  sheet  of  Proceedings  of  the  Academy.  In  [such]  a  form  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in 
[maintaining]  any  [priority]  which  may  exist  at  the  time  of  publication,  although  you  will  find  many  [who]  will 
contest  the  validity  of  any  [announcement]  in  a  mere  weekly  newspaper.”  (Leviton  &  Aldrich  1997:33).  In 
passing,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  dispute  over  priority  with  respect  to  the  viviparous  fishes  was  amicably 
resolved  when  Louis  Agassiz  most  courteously  acknowledged  Gibbons’  priority  of  announcement. 

Inasmuch  as  the  first  issue  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  California  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  [ser.  1, 
1(1):3— 6]  contains  an  article  by  William  Orville  Ayres,  “Descriptions  of  species  of  fish,  believed  to  be  new” 
(Ayres  1 854: 3 — 4),  the  question  of  dates  of  publication  becomes  a  matter  of  concern.  Mary  K.  Curran  (later 
a.k.a.  Katharine  Brandegee),  in  considering  the  dates  of  publication  of  botanical  names  first  announced  at  the 
early  meetings  of  the  Academy,  notably  by  Albert  Kellogg,  observed  “The  first  volume  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  California  Academy  was  published  in  the  columns  of  the  Pacific,  a  weekly  journal  still  in  existence  in  this 
city  [San  Francisco],  and  afterward  reprinted  from  the  same  type  for  the  use  of  the  Society.  The  date  of  publi¬ 
cation  therefore  for  any  species  contained  in  this  volume,  is  four  days  later  than  that  of  the  meeting  at  which 
it  was  announced.”  (Curran  1885,  Bull.  Calif  Acad.  Sci.  1(3;  28  Feb.):  128-129).  However,  when  considering 
the  dates  of  issuance  of  the  early  four-page  signatures  in  formal  Proceedings  format,  they  were  printed  some¬ 
time  after  the  appearance  of  the  text  in  The  Pacific  and  before  the  issuance  of  the  next  four-page  signature. 
Thus,  signatures  including  pages  3-6,  which  contains  remarks  presented  at  Academy  meetings  held  on  4  and 
11  September  1854,  and  signature  pages  7-10,  which  includes  remarks  presented  at  meetings  held  on  18  and 
25  September  and  2  October  1854,  were  separately  printed  a  short  time  after  the  date  of  the  last-cited  meeting 
in  each.  This  sequence  continued  for  another  month  or  so  (signature  pages  11-14,  containing  remarks  from 

1  Baird’s  scrapbook  containing  the  clippings  is  now  housed  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  It  is  grouped  in  the  main  collection  with  the 
Academy’s  Proceedings  at  the  beginning  of  the  Proceedings  series. 
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meetings  held  on  9,  16,  and  23  October  1854)  after  which  time  the  signatures  were  dated,  so  that  the  signature 
containing  pages  15-18  of  papers  read  at  Academy  meetings  held  on  30  October,  27  November,  and  4  and  11 
December  bears  the  date  25  December  1854,  and  the  signature  that  begins  with  page  19,  which  contains  the 
conclusion  of  Ayres’  remarks  presented  at  the  11  December  session  as  well  as  presentations  at  meetings  held 
on  18  December  and  25  December,  were  printed  in  the  signature  of  pages  19-22  that  bears  a  signature  print 
date  of  1  January  1855.  In  due  course,  the  number  of  pages  per  signature  increased  to  8  and  then  16  pages  and 
the  signatures  were  often,  but  not  always,  dated. 

From  1854  through  1875,  the  Academy’s  scientific  publications  increasingly  met  the  most  rigorous  stan¬ 
dards  of  journals  of  the  day.  Indeed,  longer  papers  were  offered  for  publication  so  that  in  1868,  during  the 
tenure  of  Josiah  Dwight  Whitney,  the  head  of  the  California  State  Geological  Survey,  as  Academy  President, 
a  new  Memoirs  series  (Fig.  A)  was  begun  that  was  to  include  among  its  presentations  a  seminal  paper  titled 
“Principles  of  the  Natural  System  of  Volcanic  Rocks,”  by  Baron  Ferdinand  Freiherr  von  Richthofen  (Fig.  B) 
and  another  lengthy  paper  by  Leo  Lesquereux,  “A  catalogue  of  the  species  of  mosses  found  up  to  the  present 
time  on  the  Northwest  Coast  of  the  United  States,  and  especially  in  California.”  Also  during  the  Whitney  peri¬ 
od,  the  Academy  chose  to  change  its  societal  name  from  California  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  to  California 
Academy  of  Sciences,  in  part  to  recognize  the  diverse  scientific  interests  of  its  expanding  membership  and  the 
breadth  of  papers  being  presented  at  its  meetings.  Thus,  the  Proceedings  became  Proceedings  of  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences,  although  the  new  name  was  simply  substituted  for  the  older  Proceedings  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences  as  the  title  of  its  flagship  publication. 

In  1876,  the  Academy  suddenly  found  itself  facing  difficult  times.  Curiously,  in  1876,  it  became  the  ben¬ 
eficiary  of  a  munificant  gift  from  the  estate  of  millionaire  recluse  James  Lick.  It  was  a  case  of  too  much  sud¬ 
den  wealth  and  litigation  over  the  distribution  of  the  estate  brought  by  Lick’s  son  that  tied  up  what  monies  and 
property  had  been  bequeathed  to  the  Academy,  not  to  mention  internal  dissension  over  how  to  use  the  new¬ 
found  wealth.  Thus,  the  Academy  could  no  longer  pay  its  obligations,  most  especially  to  the  firm  it  had 
engaged  to  print  its  Proceedings.  As  a  result,  printed  copies  of  the  Proceedings  volume  for  1876  were  not 
released  to  the  Academy  until  early  1877,  when  the  Academy  paid  the  printer  and  acquired  the  press  run.  But, 
further  publication  of  the  Proceedings  was  suspended,  and  it  was  not  until  December  1887  that  it  would  again 
publish  a  volume  of  Proceedings,  starting  with  series  2,  volume  1  with  papers  by  Walter  Bryant  on 
birds, Waldemar  Lindgren  on  mineralogy,  James  Graham  Cooper  on  pulmonate  mollusca,  Carl  and  Rosa  Smith 
Eigenmann  on  gobiid  fishes,  and  others. 

During  this  period,  some  Academy  members  became  so  distraught  at  the  Academy’s  failure  to  continue 
publication  of  scientific  papers  that  two  other  publications  series,  both  reasonably  short-lived,  were  launched, 
the  Bulletin  of  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  (1884-1887)  (Figs.  E,  F),  and  a  quasi-Academy  publica¬ 
tion,  Zoe  (1890-1908),  started  by  Harvey  Willson  Harkness,  Townshend  Brandegee,  and  Katharine  [Curran] 
Brandegee  despite  the  fact  that  the  Academy’s  financial  difficulties  had  been  resolved  and  the  Academy  was 
again  publishing  its  Proceedings  journal.  Furthermore,  in  1890,  the  Academy  also  launched  a  new  publication 
series,  the  Occasional  Papers,  initiated  (Fig.  C)  primarily  to  handle  larger  papers,  the  first  to  appear  being  Carl 
and  Rosa  Smith  Eigenmann’s  500-plus  page  revision  of  South  American  Nematognathi  fishes  (Fig.  D). 

With  the  opening  of  its  grand  new  museum  building  on  Market  Street  in  downtown  San  Francisco,  the 
Academy’s  financial  difficulties  seemed  a  thing  of  the  past.  Its  new  commercial  building,  a  separate  structure 
co-located  with  the  museum,  was  thriving,  and  the  rapidly  expanding  membership,  which  included  faculty 
members  from  the  neighboring  universities  of  Berkeley  and  Stanford,  and  research  departments  with  facilities 
for  staff  scientists  and  visitors,  as  well  as  facilities  for  the  proper  housing  of  collections  and  the  library,  seemed 
to  assure  a  bright  future.

INTRODUCTORY.  Among  the  features  peculiar  to  modern  Geology  may  be  noticed 
a  revival  of  that  speculative  tendency  which  prevailed  among  the  cultivators  of  this 
science  at  the  close  of  the  last  century.  But  while  iu  those  early  times  imagination 
exerted  a  dominant  influence  In  the  framing  of  hypotheses,  and  discussions  between 
the  adherents  of  different  doctrines  were  conducted  with  all  the  bitterness  peculiar  to 
such  struggles,  when  neither  party  has  a  firm  basis  upon  which  to  found  its  arguments, 
the  constant  ascendency  of  the  spirit  of  the  inductive  method  has  imparted  to  those 
theories  more  recently  propounded  a  more  logical  and  scientific  form,  while,  at  the 
same  time,  the  increasing  amount  of  positive  knowledge  has  given  to  the  different 
doctrines  a  more  varied  and  more  definite  character,  and  enlarged  the  scope  of  dis¬ 
senting  views. 

This  renewed  tendency  to  systematize  and  theorize,  which  is  especially  con¬ 
spicuous  in  the  records  of  the  last  twenty  years,  must  he  ascribed,  partly,  to  the  vast 
amount  of  well-established  facts  gathered  during  the  previous  decades,  and  which 
have  since  been  multiplied  and  intensified  in  a  constantly  increasing  ratio,  as  regards 
depth  and  distinctness  of  observation  as  well  as  the  geographical  area  over  which  they 
extend  ;  partly,  and  in  no  less  degree,  to  the  rapid  progress  made  by  those  sciences  on 
which  geology  has  to  draw  for  the  general  laws  which  are  alone  capable  of  affording  a 
philosophical  guide  to  speculation  on  the  basis  of  facts  gained  by  observing  and  com¬ 
paring.  J.'he  advance  of  the  chemical  and  physical  sciences,  especially,  has  had  a 
IScl  Jra.  1 8118.  (89) 
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In  1897,  the  Academy’s  officers  and  trustees 
decided  to  sectionalize  parts  of  the  Proceedings,  and 
so  initiated  series  3,  with  sections  on  Botany, 
Geology,  Mathematics  and  Physics,  and  Zoology. 
Series  3  of  the  Proceedings  continued  until  April 
1906  when  disaster  struck  the  San  Francisco  region, 
the  devastating  18  April  1906  earthquake  and  ensuing 
fire  that  were  to  leave  the  Academy  in  shambles  with 
the  loss  of  its  precious  collections,  its  library,  and  its 
magnificant  museum.  Recovery  was  slow,  but  less 
than  two  years  later,  in  December  1907,  publication 
of  the  fourth  series  of  the  Proceedings  was  begun 
with  a  paper  by  John  Van  Denburgh  describing  four 
new  races  of  gigantic  land  tortoises  based  on  materi¬ 
als  brought  back  by  the  Academy’s  18-month  long 
1905-1906  Galapagos  Expedition,  one  of  the  most 
successful  expeditions  ever  launched  by  a  non-gov¬ 
ernment  institution.  Van  Denburgh ’s  contribution  was 
followed  in  reasonably  quick  succession  by  other 
reports  on  the  Galapagos  collections,  on  birds  by 
Edward  Gifford,  also  Leverett  Loomis  and  Rollo 
Beck;  on  plants  by  Alban  Stewart;  insects  by  Francis 
Williams,  William  Wheeler,  Morgan  Hebard,  and  oth¬ 
ers;  mollusks  by  William  Healey  Dali;  and  more  on 
tortoises  and  other  reptiles  by  John  Van  Denburgh 

and  Joseph  Slevin. 

Since  1907,  the  Academy  has  continued  to  produce  a  steady  stream  of  issues  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences,  at  this  time  (2010),  volume  61  of  the  fourth  series,  as  well  as  158  volumes  of 
Occasional  Papers,  since  1 890,  and  28  Memoirs,  since  1 868.  It  must  be  noted  that  the  distinction  between  what 
was  published  as  an  Occasional  Paper  or  Memoir  blurred  over  time  so  that  longer  papers,  whether  anthologies 
or  monographs,  would  be  assigned  to  be  published  in  either  series,  although  the  Occasional  Papers  across  the 
years  clearly  dominated. 

Penultimately,  two  additional  quasi- Academy  publications  deserve  note,  the  Leaflets  of  Western  Botany 
and  Myia.  The  former  was  founded  by  Alice  Eastwood  and  John  Thomas  Howell,  both  curators  in  the 
Academy’s  Department  of  Botany,  in  1932  and  continued  in  publication  until  1966  when  Howell  retired 
(Eastwood  preceeded  Howell  in  retirement  by  more  than  a  decade).  Leaflets  served  as  an  outlet  for  numerous 
short  papers  in  botany. 

Myia  was  initiated  by  Paul  Henri  Amaud,  Jr.,  at  the  time  a  curator  in  the  Academy’s  Department  of 
Entomology.  During  Amaud’s  tenure  as  curator,  seven  volumes  were  published.  Following  Arnaud’s  retire¬ 
ment,  he  arranged  for  continuation  of  the  series  by  another  institution.  Nonetheless,  we  consider  the  first  seven 
volumes  as  quasi- Academy  publications  and  like  the  Leaflets,  have  included  citations  from  both  in  this  cata¬ 
log. 

The  history  of  the  Academy’s  scientific  publications  program  to  2010  is  summarized  in  Table  1.  During 
the  156  years  of  publication,  more  than  4000  titles  were  published  and  9345  new  taxa  of  animals  and  plants 
described  therein  (Fig.l  shows  the  rate  at  which  new  taxa  were  described  for  the  entire  period  1854  to  2010

*  In  1873,  the  Academy  issued  a  reprint  or  “second  edition”  of  volume  1  of  the  Proceedings.  It 
is  not  a  precise  copy  inasmuch  as  type  was  reset  as  were  the  plates,  thus,  the  pagination  of  the  reprint 
edition  neither  precisely  matches  that  of  the  original  nor  are  the  arrangement  of  images  on  the  plates 
identical  to  the  original.  Thus,  users  must  exercise  care  when  using  it  in  lieu  of  the  original  publication.
